• This  is  the  first  time  a needs  assessment  has  been  conducted  for  providers. 

• 1 wo  focus  groups  were  conducted  because  the  first  group  skewed  too  much  to  those  aged  50. 
Another  focus  group  was  convened  for  individuals  60  and  over. 

• Respondents  were  interested  in  seeking  care  from  medical  specialists  (e.g.  vision/hearing,  cardiology, 
etc.)  and  alternative  forms  of  medicines  (herbal,  Eastern,  etc). 

• Harder  & Co  found  that  current  medical  specialists  have  difficulty  in  differentiating  aging  and 
HIV/AIDS-related  problems  and  found  the  need  to  train  doctors  in  geriatric  HIV/AIDS. 

7.  Update  on  and  presentation  of  online  survey  results 

CS  Allgaier  presented  the  Work  Group  with  results  from  the  online  survey.  A copy  of  the  presentation  is 
available  at  the  Council  Support  staff  office. 

Some  notable  findings: 

• CS  Allgaier  reported  that  whites  were  oversampled  in  the  population,  while  African  Americans  were 
under  sampled.  There  was  a wide  range  in  incomes. 

• Respondents  detailed  more  of  their  fears  and  anxieties  as  opposed  to  health  care.  Some  talked  about 
a fear  of  growing  older  without  a social  support  network  and  anxieties  about  the  unknown  long  term 
effects  of  ARVs. 

• The  financial  impact  of  HIV  and  Aging  treatment  also  weighed  heavily  on  some  respondents'  minds. 

8.  White  Paper  Outline  and  Status  Report 

CS  Allgaier  updated  the  Work  Group  on  the  status  of  the  White  Paper,  the  focus  of  which  is  not  to  make 
recommendations  on  primary  care  and  prevention,  because  these  topics  will  be  discussed  in  the  future. 

T he  White  Paper  will  take  a comprehensive  look  at  needs  assessment  findings  and  the  online  survey  results.  IT 
will  discuss  the  long  term  issues  of  treatment,  co-morbidities  and  the  complexity  of  care.  CM  Hicks  and  CM 
Sharp  are  currently  reviewing  this  part  of  the  Paper.  The  Paper  will  also  take  a comparative  look  at  other 
studies  going  on  nationally.

Some 
want  to  push  for  the  money,  while  others  want  to  ensure  that  the  paper  will  be  heard  through  the 
proper  channels  and  appropriate  authorities. 

Co-Chair  Steinhart  likened  the  HIV  and  Aging  problem  as  a tidal  wave  of  sorts,  similar  to  what  has  happened  at 
the  beginning  of  the  HIV/AIDS  epidemic.  What  are  we  going  to  do  when  people  living  with  HIV  age.  This 
moment  gives  us  pause,  we  don't  know,  we  cannot  conceive  how  to  tackle  a problem  that  is  only  beginning  to 
emerge.

in  order  to  accommodate  persons  with  severe  allergies,  environmental  illness,  mulbple  chemical  sensitivity  or  related 
disabilibes,  attendees  at  public  meebngs  are  reminded  that  other  attendees  may  be  sensitive  to  various  chemical  based 

products. 

Know  Your  Rights  Under  the  Sunshine  Ordinance 

Government's  duty  is  to  serve  the  public,  reaching  its  decisions  in  full  view  of  the  public.  Commissions,  boards,  councils  and 
other  agencies  of  the  City  and  County  exist  to  conduct  the  people's  business.  The  Sunshine  Ordinance  assures  that 
dcliberabons  are  conducted  before  the  people  and  that  City  operations  are  open  to  the  people's  review.  For  information  on 
your  rights  under  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  (Chapter  67  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code)  or  to  report  a violation  of  the

The  Planning  Council  has  several  standing  Committees  where  Council  business  and  creation  of  motions  for  full -Council  action 
occur,  and  members  of  the  public  are  urged  to  attend.  Council  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  at  Council 
meebng  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposibon  to  statements  by  Council  members  or  by  other  persons  testifying,  outside  of 
public  comment;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers,  and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  signs  to  be 
brought  into  the  meebng  or  displayed  in  the  room;  4)  standing  in  the  meebng  room.  Cibzens  are  encouraged  to  tesbfy  at 
Committee  meebngs  and  to  write  letters  to  the  co-chairs  of  a Committee  or  to  Council  members,  c/o  HIV  Health  Services
